But that last little bit which makes the. dif- 
ference between: the ordinary player and the 


really good ‘footballer is either in the play 


or it isn’t. 
If it isn’t, nobody ‘cat put it there,

which have taken a. whole team of promising 


boys under their wing.. But no club has pro- 
duced by the’method of keeping a ‘good boys’ 
team or junior. team together, a side which 
has gone to the top in first class.. football.

_ With the number of ee players in- 
creasing, clubs will be confronted with what 
may appear a-preblem. Some selecion com- 


‘mittees, anxious to give the Australian junior 
“every encouragement, may prefer to see these 


boys included in preference to what is often 
termed “ready made footballers.” Other 
selection committees will definitely decide that 
the best players obtainable will make. the 
team, regardless of their country of origin. 
To these selectors, the football public deserve 
the best. Club supporters, or at least 95 per 


cent. of them hope that their particulat team 


will-win. There is no doubt about this and 
it does not, matter ‘the composition of the 


“team, as long a as that winning sequencé. con-
